REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-12 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention claims an omnidirectional inertial switch 
having a centrally located anchor and a proof mass connected to the anchor by a spring and 
located opposite a bottom ring electrode. Current invention further recites at least one contact 
electrode disposed radially outward from the proof mass and a contact lead with conductive link 
disposed on the anchor. Such claimed limitations, in conjunction with claimed limitations of 
claim 1, are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
